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1 . Claims 25, 26,28-35 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple 
dependant claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 25, 26,28-35 have 
not been further treated on the merits. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear if these physical properties refer to the carbon film which includes 
additional layers or the amorphous carbon layer, rendering the claims indefinite.

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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5. Claims 6-10, 18-24, 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Sumitomo Electric (EP 1 266 879) 

Sumitomo Electric discloses the claimed carbon coating on a base through the 
claimed interlayers made by the claimed method. 

6. Claims 6-1 0, 1 8-24, 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Takenouchi et al (6,284,376) or Naoi (6,180,263) or Dearnaley et al (6,087,025) or 
Kobe Steel (JP 2000-08721 8). 

The above references disclose the claimed carbon coating on a base through the 
claimed interlayers made by the claimed method. 

7. Claims 6-10, 18-24, 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Welty et al (6,904,935) or Massler et al (6,740,393). 

Welty et al or Massler et al discloses the claimed carbon coating on a base 
through the claimed interlayers made by the claimed method.
